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MAYOR'S   INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: — 

Deeply  grateful  to  citizens  of  Somersworth  for 
the  honor  and  opportunity  for  service  which  they 
have  once  more  conferred  upon  us;  fully  cognizant 
of  the  fact  that  the  acceptance  of  this  honor  carries 
with  it  certain  responsibilities,  duties  and  obliga- 
tions which  we  are  bound  in  conscience  to  carry 
through  to  the  best  of  our  ability;  and  with  a  sincere 
determination  to  conduct  ourselves  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  will  completely  justify  the  endorsement  which 
we  have  received  and  the  confidence  placed  in  us — 
we  today  begin  a  new  year  in  the  administration 
of  municipal  affairs. 

As  we  enter  upon  our  duties,  it  is  fitting  and 
proper  that  we  pause,  closely  survey  the  situation, 
consider  the  many  and  difficult  problems  at  hand, 
and  endeavour — with  the  welfare  of  citizens  in  gen- 
eral ever  in  mind — to  work  out  the  best  possible 
solutions. 

Political  rivalries,  racial  and  sectional  prejudices, 
and  all  selfish  personal  ambitions  must  be  entirely 
overlooked  and  discarded  as  we  strive  to  bring  real 
and  lasting  benefits  to  the  city  as  a  whole  and  to 
give  an  administration  of  which  we  can  all  justly 
feel  proud. 

During  the  past  year,  you  gentlemen,  with  two  ex- 
ceptions, served  as  members  of  the  City  Council. 
In  that  period,  you  displayed  an  earnestness  of  pur- 
pose, devotion  to  duty,  a  knowledge  of  municipal 
afi'airs,  ability,  and  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  which 
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made  it  possible  to  provide  an  honest  and  efficient 
administration  to  which  citizens  of  Somersworth — 
by  their  support  at  the  polls^ — have  emphatically 
given  a  stamp  of  approval. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  acknowledge 
your  valued  assistance  and  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation.  At  the  same  time,  I  earnestly  and 
confidently  request  your  continued  support  and  also 
that  of  your  new  colleagues. 

With  a  full  realization  of  the  obstacles  and  uncer- 
tainties that  may  develop  before  the  close  of  the 
year,  and  having  no  desire  to  make  promises  or  pre- 
dictions that  mig'ht  have  the  effect  of  raising  false 
hopes  among  our  worthy  citizens,  I  hesitate  today 
to  submit  any  detailed  program  of  action. 

In  the  light  of  the  knowledge  that  might  be  gained 
as  the  year  progresses,  and  as  our  various  problems 
begin  to  press  for  solution  and  action,  I  will  make 
specific  recommendations  for  your  consideration. 

There  are  certain  matters,  however,  which — be- 
cause of  their  nature — call  for  comment  at  this 
time  and  upon  which  I  wish  to  talk  to  you  briefly. 

First,  and  foremost,  we  must  bear  in  mind  at  all 
times  the  fact  that  we  are  custodians  of  a  goodly 
portion  of  our  citizens'  finances  and  that  unwise  ap- 
propriations and  expenditures  on  our  part  will  inevi- 
tably be  refiected  in  an  increase  in  the  already  heavy 
burden  of  taxation. 

Therefore,  we  must  be  very  cautious  and  consid- 
erate as  we  proceed  to  arrange  the  municipal  bud- 
get. 

It  is  no  niggardly  policy  that  I  suggest.  I  sim- 
ply plead  with  you — in  the  handling  of  the  city's 
funds — ^to  employ  the  principles  of  sound  economy, 
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to  consider  carefully  the  conditions  that  exist,  and 
to  demand  dollar-for-dollar  value  in  all  expendi- 
tures. In  other  words,  all  that  I  ask  is  that  the  citi- 
zens, who  must  pay  the  bills,  be  given  a  break." 

TAXES  AND  TAXABLE  VALUATIONS 

Speaking  frankly,  and  in  all  sincerity,  I  regret 
to  report  that  I  can  see  no  immediate  prospects  for 
a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  taxation. 

Confronted  with  a  very  serious  situation  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  1935  administration,  we  practically 
exhausted  all  means  of  effecting  major  economies. 
Although  the  net  result  was  highly  gratifying  as  it 
brought  about  a  balanced  budget  and  prevented  the 
necessity  of  what  was  regarded  as  an  inevitable  tax 
rate  increase,  it  could  not  be  of  sufficient  proportions 
to  warrant  a  tax  reduction  this  year. 

In  our  conscientious  efforts  to  lighten  the  burden 
of  taxation  for  our  deserving  citizens,  we  encounter 
two  major  obstacles — a  steady  decline  in  taxable 
valuations  and  mounting  expenditures  for  welfare 
activities,  including  Public  Welfare,  Work  Relief 
and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  both  of  these  obstacles 
are  the  direct  results  of  the  industrial  depression 
here,  it  appears  likely  that  they  can  be  definitely 
removed  only  by  means  of  a  substantial  industrial 
improvement  which  would  add  to  the  total  of  proper- 
ty valuations  and,  at  the  same  time,  make  possible 
a  reduction  in  welfare  expenditures. 

While  we  endeavor  in  every  way  possible  to  aid 
in  bringing  about  industrial  recovery  here,  and  some 
definite  signs  of  such  are  apparent,  it  is  our  duty  to 
continue  to  faithfully  serve  our  constituents  and  to 
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protect  their  assets  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  for  us  to 
do  so. 

DEPARTMENTAL   CONSOLIDATIONS 

Last  year,  as  a  means  of  effecting  savings  and 
bringing  about  a  balanced  budget,  we  adopted  a 
policy  of  depai-tmental  consolidations.  The  activi- 
ties of  the  Street,  Garbage  and  Cemetery  Depart- 
ments were  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Street  Commissioner  and  the  Tax  Collector  was 
called  upon  to  assume  certain  duties  previously  per- 
formed by  the  Superintendent  of  Water  Works. 

Facts  and  figures — with  which  you  gentlemen  are 
very  familiar — prove  conclusively  the  success  of  our 
program. 

At  this  time.  I  recommend  that  these  consolida- 
tions be  continued.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  con- 
solidation program  was  one  of  the  major  accomplish- 
ments of  the  past  year,  I  interpret  the  overwhelming 
endorsement  recently  given  to  us  at  the  polls  as  a 
mandate  to  carry  on. 

DEPARTMENT   OF  EDUCATION 

Our  Department  of  Education  has,  during  the  past 
year,  been  operated  upon  a  sound  and  economical 
basis  and  within  its  appropriation.  While  the  cost 
of  maintenance  has  been  kept  at  a  very  reasonable 
figure,  however,  none  of  the  real  needs  of  the  de- 
partment have  been  overlooked  and  the  service  ren- 
dered has  been  of  the  highest  standard. 

The  school  buildings  and  equipment  are  in  com- 
paratively good  condition.  We  are  exceptionally 
fortunate  in  the  fact  that  members  of  our  teaching 
staffs  are  able  and  conscientious,  the  supervision  is 
excellent,  the  courses  of  instruction  given  are  ade- 
quate. 
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As  I  extend  my  congratulations  to  all  who  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  successful  conduct  of  our  educa- 
tional system.  I  recommend  a  continuance  of  the 
policies  of  the  past  year  in  this  department. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  ensuing  year,  our  Water  Department 
should  cause  us  very  little  trouble.  Under  the  new 
administrative  system,  this  department  is  now  being 
conducted  profitably. 

Never  before  have  we  possessed  better  physical 
and  mechanical  equipment  and  never  have  people 
of  Somersworth  enjoyed  the  use  of  such  water  as  is 
now  supplied — water  that,  according  to  state  labora- 
tory tests,  rates  very  high. 

The  recently  adopted  practice  of  reading  water 
meters  quarterly  and,  at  the  same  time,  conducting 
tests  for  leaks  has  proven  highly  beneficial  and  satis- 
factory. Considerable  savings  to  water  users  have 
been  effected  in  this  manner  through  the  timely  dis- 
covery of  leakage  and  I  feel  confident  that  they 
would  not  like  to  have  the  method  discontinued. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT 

Possessing  a  first  class  motor  apparatus  and  other 
adequate  equipment,  which  is  manned  by  a  crew 
well  qualified  by  training  and  experience,  the  Fire 
Department  is  ready  for  another  year  of  service  in 
the  protection  of  property. 

Such  is  the  status  of  this  department  that  I  be- 
lieve that  the  only  extra  expenditure  of  importance 
now  necessary  is  one  for  the  purchase  of  additional 
hose  to  make  the  supply  sufficient  to  cope  with  any 
emergency  that  might  arise. 
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REDUCTION  IN  NET  INDEBTEDNESS 

The  economies  effected  during  the  past  year  have 
— I  am  happy  to  report — brought  about  a  gratifying 
improvement  in  the  financial  standing  of  the  city  by 
making  possible  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  net 
indebtedness. 

The  extent  of.  this  improvement  is  found  in  a 
comparison  of  the  financial  statement  as  of  March  1, 
1935,  when  v/e  assumed  our  duties,  with  that  of 
March  1,  1936,  the  beginning  of  the  current  fiscal 
year.     They  are  as  follows:

an  honest  and  efficient  administration,  we  will  be 
amply  rewarded  when  we  conclude  our  terms  in  of- 
fice. 

This  reward  will  not  be  in  the  nature  of  financial 
or  material  gains,  but  will  come  in  the  thrill  of 
achievement  and  in  the  deep  personal  satisfaction 
that  can  be  derived  only  from  a  task  well  done.

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STREET  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 


Somersworth,  N.  H.,  March  1,  1937. 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  City  Ordinances,  I  herewith  submit  my  annual 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  28,  1937. 

The  streets  have  been  kept  clean  and  receivers 
have  been  cleaned  out  twice  during  the  year,  and 
the  manholes  once  as  usual.  We  have  installed  new 
receivers  on  Main,  Union  and  High  streets,  and  have 
rebuilt  six  receivers  throughout  the  city. 

The  department  has  furnished  trucks,  gas  and 
oil  for  W.  P.  A.  work  for  1,445  hours.  Included  in 
our  labor  expense  is  an  item  of  five  hundred  and 
forty-one  dollars  ($541.00)  which  we  were  able  to 
charge  to  flood  repair  work,  which  enabled  the  city 
to  save  the  extra  appropriation  on  Town  Road  Aid 
of  five  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  ($541.00). 

The  following  streets  have  been  given  two  coats 
of  Tarvia  the  past  year:  Prospect,  Fayette,  Elm, 
Ford,  Page,  Mt.  Vernon,  Maine  and  Union.  Gutters 
have  been  filled  in  on  Main,  Union,  and  part  of 
Green  and  Pleasant  streets. 

•    The  Cemetery  road  has  been  given  another  coat 
of  gravel,  and  at  very  little  expense  could  be  oiled. 

The  Pray  road  from  Rollinsford  road  to  Indigo 
Hill  road,  has  been  surfaced  with  gravel. 

Garbage  has  been  collected  daily  at  approxi- 
mately the  same  cost  as  last  year.  We  have  collect- 
ed five  hundred  and  seventy-eight  (578)  loads  of 
garbage  with  the  Mack  Truck,  and  from  the  com- 
ments received,  these  collections  meet  with  the  gen- 
ei'al  approval  of  a  vast  majority  of  our  citizens.

GENERAL  RULES 

Firemen  as  well  as  citizens  should  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  following  rules  for  giving  alarms 
of  fire. 

1.  Never  pull  a  box  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance. 

2.  Never  pull  a  box  while  the  alarm  bells  are 
ringing,  not  until  a  box  has  completed  its  four 
rounds.  Two  boxes  cannot  operate  together, 
and  neither  will  work  if  two  are  pulled  at 
the  same  time.  Never  pull  two  alarms  of  two 
boxes  for  the  same  fire. 

3.  To  ring  in  an  alarm,  break  the  glass  in  the  key- 
box  and  open  the  outside  door  with  the  key. 
Pull  down  the  brass  crank  seen  inside,  till  it 
stops,  then  let  go.  Then  let  the  box  alone. 
The  clock  will  be  seen  or  heard  to  be  running, 
and  the  alarm  will  follow  in  half  a  minute 
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or  so.  Close  the  door,  but  do  not  try  to  re- 
move the  key,  as  it  is  locked  in  track  lock  and 
can  only  be  removed  by  a  release  key,  which 
is  carried  by  each  engineer,  who  will,  as  soon 
as  convenient,  release  and  return  it.  Remem- 
ber that  the  firemen  will  come  directly  to  the 
box  which  has  been  pulled,  and  be  sure  that 
someone  stays  at  the  box  to  direct  them  to  the 
fire. 

Never  pull  an  alarm  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  dis- 
tance. Never  touch  a  box  except  to  give  an 
alarm  of  fire.  Give  an  alarm  for  no  cause 
other  than  actual  fire.  Don't  give  an  alarm 
for  a  chimney  fire.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Somersworth  Public  Library: 

Gentlemen :  Herewith  is  submitted  the  report  of 
the  Librarian  for  the  year  ending  February  28,  1937. 

The  recreational  side  of  reading  has  our  sympathy 
and  unceasing  attention.  Indeed,  reading  for  pleas- 
ure— good  books — is  of  the  utmost  social  importance. 
To  make  literature  of  good  workmanship  available 
to  our  patrons  is  our  part  of  popular  education.  Nev- 
ertheless during  the  year  we  have  added  more  books 
of  non-fiction  than  of  fiction,  as  we  have  been  influ- 
enced by  the  fact  that  certain  recreational  reading 
is  available  to  the  average  person,  while  the  more  ex- 
pensive, outstanding  books  of  the  day  are  not  so 
available. 

The  affairs  of  the  Library  have  been  conducted 
much  the  same  as  in  other  years.  New  books  have 
been  added  every  month  during  the  past  year. 

Our  Library,  to  the  best  of  its  ability,  satisfies  the 
demand  of  the  citizens  for  the  outstanding  fiction 
and  non-fiction,  and  furnishes  information  desired, 
by  means  of  the  latest  encyclopedias,  dictionaries 
and  reference  books. 

This  Public  Library  is  a  valuable  asset  to  our 
schools  as  well  as  the  general  public.  The  schools 
more  than  ever  are  using  the  Library  for  reference 
work;  we  also  supply  books  for  required  reading 
and  study  for  the  use  of  college  students,  especially 
those  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

Our  book  fund  is  inadequate.  We  need  books  to 
make  this  institution  up-to-date — books  of  science, 
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sociology,  useful  arts,  and  other  classes  of  literature, 

which  must  be  constantly  added  to  the  Library  to 

keep  it  alive.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


June,  1936. 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Somersworth: 

I  herewith  submit  the  forty-third  annual  report  of 
the  Somersworth  School  Department,  which  is  the 
eighth  under  my  supervision.  Little  statistical  infor- 
mation is  given,  but  such  facts  as  ought  to  be  of  in- 
terest to  parents  if  they  take  time  to  read  them. 

HIGH   SCHOOL 

The  report  of  the  headmaster  should  be  carefully 
considered.  This  year  our  high  school  has  the  larg- 
est enrollment  in  its  history,  two  hundred  six  having 
registered,  with  an  average  membership  of  about  one 
hundred  ninety.  We  think  that  the  maximum  num- 
ber has  been  reached.  Many  departments  are  over- 
crowded and  the  auditorium  is  now  used  for  a  study 
hall.  The  Mechanic  Arts  room  is  altogether  too 
small  to  accommodate  the  boys  who  wish  to  pursue 
the  Arts  course.  See  report  of  your  Mechanic  Arts 
instructor.  The  teachers  are  all  carrying  very  heavy 
teaching  loads,  with  the  so-called  extra-curricula 
activities  divided  among  them. 

PROFESSIONAL  IMPROVEMENT  OF  TEACHERS 

Last  year  the  City  of  Rochester  reported  over  one- 
third  of  its  teachers  preparing  for  more  efficient 
work  by  summer  courses  or  travel.  Farmington  re- 
ported seven  as  attending  summer  sessions,  and  in 
my  own  Union,  Rollinsford  reported  one  out  of  six. 
Somersworth  has  had  only  one  teacher  attending 
summer  school  since  I  have  acted  as  Superintendent 
and  only  one  (and  that  one  the  oldest  in  service)  has 
traveled  for  educational  benefit.  The  teaching  ex- 
perience of  our  corps  of  instructors  is  as  follows:

In  the  respective  towns  I  call  the  teachers  togeth- 
er as  occasion  warrants.  Twice  this  year  the  School 
Department  of  Rochester  has  invited  my  teachers  to 
attend  very  valuable  teachers'  meetings.  The  last  one, 
held  in  April,  was  attended  by  23  of  my  teachers  as 
follows:  From  Milton — 10;  Rollinsford — 4;  Mad- 
bury — 1   (100%)  ;  Durham — 7. 

We  held  an  exhibition  of  school  work  in  the  Chan- 
dler School  Auditorium  May  21st  and  22nd  and  spe- 
cial Armistice  Day  and  Memorial  Day  exercises. 
These  were  planned  and  carried  out  by  teacher  com- 
mittees. 

FEDERAL  PROJECTS 

The  adult  evening  school  which  was  carried  on  so 
successfully  for  two  years  was  not  opened  this  win- 
ter, largely  due  to  the  fact  that  such  economic  re- 
strictions were  placed  on  teachers  as  to  make  few 
available.  Another  relief  measure  designed  to  fur- 
nish  assistance  to  needy  students  to  keep  them  in 
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high  school  has  been  in  operation  during  the  current 
school  year  and  three  pupils  have  been  helped  there- 
by. 

A  small  amount  of  Federal  money  was  made  avail- 
able in  the  winter  for  furnishing  milk  to  undernour- 
ished children.  Twenty-five  dollars  was  contributed 
by  the  Free  Press  Publishing  Co,  from  their  Christ- 
mas Basket  Fund,  and  this  enabled  us  to  furnish  a 
little  more  milk.  Our  own  fund  is  getting  low  and 
we  are  grateful  to  the  Free  Press  Publishing  Co,  for 
their  help, 

PLAYGROUNDS 

Our  city  lacks  play  space  at  its  schools,  but  we  are 
pleased  to  see  that  the  Noble  Pines  grounds  has  been 
and  is  continuing  to  be  greatly  improved.  I  wish  that 
a  playground  instructor  might  be  furnished  during 
the  summer  months.  Outside  of  the  athletic  teams 
our  pupils  are  not  being  taught  properly  how  to 
make  use  of  their  leisure  time.  The  Boy  Scouts  and 
Girl  Scouts  are  organizations  worthy  of  our  support, 
but  they  are  reaching  only  small  groups  of  our  city's 
children. 

MUSIC  AND  ART 

We  are  carrying  on  music  and  art  as  well  as  we 
can  without  special  supervisors  and  the  exhibition 
showed  that  the  teachers  have  continued  the  pro- 
gram to  the  best  of  their  several  abilities,  profiting 
by  the  many  years  of  supervision  which  our  art 
supervisor  gave  th^m. 

TEST  PROGRAM 

In  the  elementary  schools  the  Detroit  First  Grade 
Intelligence  Test  was  again  given  and  the  results 
showed  that  we  should  expect  about  20%  of  our  pu- 
pils to  fail  the  first  grade.  This  does  not  mean  that 
they  are  mentally  deficient  but  that  their  mental  ma- 
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turity  is  such  that  they  cannot  master  the  mechanics 
of  reading.  A  pupil  must  have  the  mental  maturity 
of  a  six-year-old  in  order  to  pursue  profitably  formal 
school  work.  Educators  realize  that  more  pupils 
fail  because  they  cannot  read  understandingly  than 
for  any  other  one  cause. 

Standard  Achievement  tests  have  been  given  to 
grades  5,  6,  7,  8  in  Geography  and  English  and  the 
respective  grades  reached  a  satisfactory  standard. 
In  this  respect  I  quote  from  the  report  of  Superin- 
tendent Rollins  of  Rochester:  "There  is  another  kind 
of  school  record  that  to  me  has  greater  significance 
than  winning  high  marks  because  of  rich  natural  en- 
dowment, and  that  is  outstanding  accomplishment  as 
the  result  of  persistent  application  and  effort.  In 
my  opinion,  the  pupil  who  makes  full  use  of  his  na- 
tural powers  and  receives  a  rank  of  C  is  more  to  be 
commended  than  one  who  makes  only  partial  use 
of  superior  ability  and  receives  a  B.  It  is  my  belief 
that  those  pupils  will  become  the  most  outstanding 
citizens  whose  record  is  one  of  complete  use  of 
the  physical  and  mental  gifts  bestowed  on  them. 
Valuing  high  marks  for  high  marks'  sake  is  based  on 
fallacious  reasoning." 

BUILDINGS' 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  the  floors  of  the 
Chandler  School  were  treated  and  this  summer  an- 
other coat  should  be  added  to  perfect  the  job  and 
all  the  floors  of  the  Burleigh  and  High  schools 
should  be  treated.  The  High  School  has  now  been 
in  use  for  nine  years  and  if  the  leaks  are  now  con- 
trolled this  building  should  be  completely  renovated 
in  its  interior.  This  should  have  been  done  before, 
but  it  was  useless  to  repaint  until  all  leakage  was 
stopped. 
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TRAXSPORTATION 

Transporting  over  one  hundred  pupils  presents 
quite  an  expensive  problem,  but  we  think  that  the 
problem  has  been  solved  better  this  year  than  pre- 
viously. Very  few  places  in  the  State  transport 
pupils  to  and  from  school  at  the  noon  recess,  but  I 
recommend  that  this  practice  be  continued,  as  it 
simplifies  what  would  be  a  difficult  lunch  situation 
if  the  city  had  to  help  supply  lunches  in  both  the 
high  and  elementary  schools. 

Your  superintendent  is  again  President  of  the  Edu- 
cational Council  of  New  Hampshire  and  has  attend- 
ed the  Xew  England  Superintendents'  meeting  in 
Boston  in  November,  and  through  the  generosity  of 
the  city  and  the  towns  of  this  Union,  which  paid  half 
of  the  expenses,  was  enabled  to  attend  the  National 
Educational  Association,  Department  of  Superin- 
tendence meets  at  St.  Louis  in  February.  On  the 
return  trip  we  visited  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  and  saw  the 
workings  of  the  TVA  at  Norris  and  the  Clinch  River 
Valley.  We  were  in  thirteen  states  in  eight  days  and 
I  think  that  we  of  New  Hampshire  returned  home 
satisfied  that  our  schools  were  not  behind  those  of 
any  of  the  states  we  visited. 

New  school  buildings  are  in  process  of  erection  in 
Rollinsford  and  Durham  in  this  Supervisory  Union 
and  cooperation  with  the  building  committees  fre- 
quently takes  the  superintendent  away  from  his  of- 
fice. It  is  only  through  the  assistance  of  an  efficient 
clerk  that  he  is  able  to  keep  ahead  of  his  work. 

I  appreciate  the  cooperation  which  has  been  given 
me  by  the  school  authorities,  parents,  teachers,  and 
pupils.  We  are  all  working  together  to  attain  the 
same  end,  BETTER  SCHOOLS.

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REPORT  OF   HEADMASTER  OF   HIGH  SCHOOL 
1935-1936 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Members  of  the 
School  Board: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  Som- 
ersworth   High   School : 

The  general  topic  of  our  report  this  year  will  em- 
brace some  definite  changes  which  have  occurred  in 
recent  years,  not  so  much  in  the  Scholastic  aspects  of 
our  high  school  as  in  the  attitude  which  young  people 
display  toward  matters  of  education.  To  meet  these 
changes  certain  alterations  have  been  necessary  in 
our  curriculum  of  which  the  general  public  has,  per- 
haps been  unaware.  Yet  while  it  is  true  that  there 
has  been  a  tendency  toward  the  selection  of  those 
subjects  which  have  a  cash  value  there  is  also  ap- 
parent a  desire  for  certain  studies  which  have 
the  outward  appearance  of  arousing  mental  curios- 
ity yet  be  lacking  in  the  discipline  which  is  so  neces- 
sary for  the  development  of  character.  In  other 
words,  much  of  the  older  culture  has  been  shunned 
either  because  it  was  difficultlor  because  it  could  not  be 
after  graduation,  converted  into  currency.  Now  this 
trend,  commendable  though  it  be,  has  had,  it  seems 
to  me,  a  most  undesirable  effect  upon  our  young  peo- 
ple, for  it  has  resulted  in  the  conviction  that  a  diplo- 
ma became,  in  some  inexplicable  way,  a  talisman 
which  assured  one's  material  success  in  life  and  was 
not  merely  a  badge  which  certified  attendance,  for 
a  certain  number  of  years,  in  school.  The  two  are 
by  no  means  connective  nor  does  one  connote  the 
other.  Intelligence,  initiative,  mental  energy,  a  dis- 
satisfaction with  the  existing  order  are  qualities 
which  are  still  necessary  for  success.  A  diploma  is, 
after  all  is  said  and  done,  just  a  ticket  which  admits

its  possessor  to  the  game ;  the  game  itself  remains  to 
be  played.  The  danger  is  that  too  many  of  our 
young  people  are  depending  for  future  success,  not 
upon  self-discipline,  but  upon,  what  is  too  often  the 
case,  a  mere  record  of  school  attendance. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  has  shown  a  satisfac- 
tory progress  not  only  in  required  subjects  but  also 
in  extracurricular  activities.  The  debating  Club, 
largely  upon  the  initiative  of  its  members,  has  built 
up  a  schedule  and  developed  a  team  which,  in  quite 
informal  way,  has  brought  many  benefits  to  the  club 
and  to  the  school.  The  Dramatic  Club  was  also  ac- 
tive and  in  addition  to  the  Senior  Play  presented 
several  one-act  plays. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  Mechanic  Arts  Department 
for  the  many  minor  repairs  which  were  necessary 
and  to  which  they  devoted  their  time.  All  were  ac- 
complished in  a  workmanlike  manner,  as  were  the 
many  projects  which  were  devised  for  use  in  this 
and  in  other  schools. 

After  a  lapse  of  many  years,  a  school  paper.  The 
Hilltopper,  has  again  made  its  appearance  under  the 
editorship  of  a  group  of  Junior  boys.  The  first  two 
issues  were  mimeographed  by  the  Office  Practice 
Class  of  the  Commercial  Department  and  presented 
a  finished  product  of  thorough  workmanship.  The 
last  issue  of  the  year  will  be  printed  and  we  hope 
that  it  may  be  accepted  by  the  public,  as  were  the 
first  issues,  as  a  symbol  of  what  has  been  and  is  now 
being  done,  both  intellectually  and  mechanically  in 
your  high  school. 

As  in  other  schools,  the  past  year  has  seen  a  de- 
cided falling  off  in  the  number  of  our  graduates  who 
enter  college.  Of  the  twenty-five  graduates  in  last 
year's  class,  one  entered  the  Univiersity  of  New 
Hampshire,   one  entered   Keene  Normal,  and  three 
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girls  entered  hospital  training  schools.  It  would, 
perhaps,  be  easy  to  ascribe  this  lack  of  interest  in 
post  secondary  education  to  the  economic  conditions 
of  the  present;  to  us,  however,  there  is  apparent  an- 
other reason  and  that  is  because  college  graduates 
themselves  have  suffered  from  the  depression  and 
many  are  unable  to  secure  those  remunerative  po- 
sitions to  which,  they  feel,  they  are  entitled  by  train- 
ing. It  is  no  secret,  at  least  to  college  deans,  that 
employers  are  interested  only  in  those  who  graduate 
in  the  upper  fifth  of  the  class.  For  the  lower  fifths 
competition  is  still  so  keen  that  the  remuneration 
offered  them  is  no  more  than  that  paid  to  a  skilled 
mechanic.  This  may  be  a  rather  pessimistic  view, 
but  these  are  the  facts  and  it  would  seem  unwise  to 
ignore  them.  That  the  same  conditions  will  hold  in 
the  future  there  may  be  some  doubt,  but  present 
trends  would  indicate  that  the  day  of  individualism 
is  past;  that  the  large  corporations  are  now  seeking 
and  will  continue  to  seek  only  the  best  minds;  and 
that  many  years  will  pass  before  the  principle  of  col- 
lectivism which  our  Supreme  Court  has  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  will  be  accepted  by  the  American 
people.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


June,  1936. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Members  of  the 
School  Board: 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual  report 
as  school  nurse  in  Somersworth. 

Number  of  children  examined,  1.308 

Number  of  children's  eyes  tested,  1223 

Number  of  children's  throats  examined,  1308 

Communicable  diseases  found: 

Mumps,  7 

Skin  cases,  8 

Chicken  pox,  2 

When  you  consider  that  over  thirteen  hundred 
children  are  in  the  city,  this  record  of  communicable 
diseases  is  remarkably  good. 

Through  the  Child  Welfare  Department  we  are 
able  to  secure  a  Toxoid  Clinic,  its  purpose  being  to 
immunize  children  against  the  dread  disease  Diph- 
theria. The  clinic  was  held  in  St.  Jean  de  Baptist 
Hall,  June  4,  1936.  Simultaneously,  a  "Well  Baby 
Clinic"  was  held  and  155  babies  and  children  were 
immunized  against  Diphtheria.  Today  great  stress 
is  laid  on  the  use  of  Diphtheria  Toxoid.  Diphtheria 
can  be  prevented  and  Toxin-Anti-Toxin  prevents 
it.  Medical  science  has  found  in  the  Toxin-Anti- 
Toxin  a  wonderful  protection  for  the  child.  It  is  a 
safeguard  for  his  future  health  and  happiness.  One 
can  never  tell  when  Diphtheria  may  become  an  epi- 
demic in  his  community. 
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Again,  this  year,  we  were  given  an  allotted  sum  of 
money  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Relief  Ad- 
ministration with  which  to  purchase  milk  for  the 
many  undernourished  children  in  the  schools.  For 
a  period  of  four  months  thirty-six  bottles  were  dis- 
tributed daily.  Needless  to  say,  the  mid-day  lunch 
helped  to  enliven  the  spirits  of  these  little  people. 

Six  hundred  seventy-two  visits  were  made  to  the 
homes,  advising  the  parents  to  remedy  certain  de- 
fects found  prevalent  among  their  children,  namely, 
defective  teeth,  eyes,  throat  and  skin.  Great  stress 
was  also  laid  upon  cleanliness  of  the  body  and  hair. 
In  many  instances  the  cause  of  a  backward,  listless 
and  sickly  child  is  traced  to  these  defects.  Enlarged 
tonsils  should  also  be  given  attention  in  order  to 
insure  good  health  and  alertness. 

At  Christmas  time  and  again  in  March,  clothes 
were  distributed  among  the  needy.  At  this  time 
let  me  thank  those  who  contributed  the  necessary 
clothes  to  those  in  need. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent, 
School  Board,  Teachers  and  Parents  for  assisting 
me  during  the  school  year.

REPORT  OF  MECHANIC  ARTS  INSTRUCTOR 


June  12,  1936. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Members  of  the 
School  Board: 

Instruction  in  the  high  school  has  been  given  as 
usual  in  Mechanical  Drawing,  Cabinet  Making  and 
Auto-Mechanics.  The  conditions  were  such,  how- 
ever, that  it  was  rather  difficult  to  handle,  as  in  both 
the  Cabinet  Making  and  Auto-Mechanic  Classes  the 
enrollment  was  twenty-four  and  twenty-three  re- 
spectively. We  have  space  and  equipment  for  only 
nineteen  in  each  class,  and  if  the  future  maintains 
the  rate  of  increase  of  the  past  few  years,  something 
will  have  to  be  done  to  provide  space  and  equip- 
ment for  the  increase. 

The  Cabinet  Making  Class  was  considered  better 
than  average  and  the  type  of  projects  completed 
will  be  found  useful  in  the  home.  Some  of  the  fol- 
lowing were  taken  from  the  several  completed  proj- 
ects: Book  cases,  kitchen  cabinet,  cedar  chests,  ward- 
robe, smoking  cabinets,  baseball  bats  and  tables  of 
various  kinds. 

The  Auto-Mechanics  Class  was  too  large  for  the 
number  of  automobiles  and  tools  available.  Through 
the  cooperation  of  Lemay's  Garage  we  were  able  to 
secure  a  complete  machine  to  work  on  and  the  boys 
brought  in  two  more  old  models  which  gave  us  means 
of  obtaining  a  knowledge  of  repairing  and  construc- 
tion, from  the  engine  through  the  differential. 

The  entire  class  took  a  trip  to  the  Ford  plant  in 
Somerville,  Mass.,  and  saw  the  Ford  car  assembled 
and  finished  from  the  time  the  frame  was  presented 
through    the     final     painting     operation.       Moving 
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picture  slides  showing  the  new  features  of  the  1936 
models  were  shown  and  mechanic  repair  manuals 
were  furnished  by  the  General  Motors  Corporation, 

The  sexenth,  eighth  and  special  grades  have  com- 
pleted many  smaller  projects  that  will  be  found  use- 
ful, such  as  taborets,  medicine  cabinets,  book-ends 
and  similar  low-cost  furniture.  A  study  of  stains, 
paints,  tools  and  woods  will  enable  these  boys  to 
understand  the  proper  method  of  using  them  about 
the  home  or  for  a  foundation  for  future  mechanical 
work. 

The  Annual  Exhibition  of  Mechanic  Arts  Work 
was  held  in  the  Chandler  School,  May  23rd,  and 
many  parents  and  friends  attended  the  evening  ses- 
sion. 

The  total  number  of  boys  enrolled  in  Mechanic 
Arts  this  year  was  103,  which  made  it  difficult  to 
find  space  for  unfinished  projects. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  cooperated  with  us  in 
making  the  past  year  a  successful  one.

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REPORT  OF  DOMESTIC  ARTS  INSTRUCTOR 


May  25,  1936. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Members  of  the 
School  Board: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  work 
done  in  the  Domestic  Arts  Department  of  the  Som- 
ersworth  Schools. 

The  seventh  and  special  grade  girls  canned  fruits 
and  vegetables  and  made  jellies  and  relishes.  They 
prepared  and  served  six  balanced  meals,  considered 
cost  and  nutritive  values  suitable  to  the  average 
home  represented.  Their  sew^ing  projects  consisted 
of  aprons,  slips,  kimonas,  Christmas  gifts,  blouses 
and  cotton  dresses. 

The  eighth  grade  canned  fruits  and  vegetables, 
made  jellies,  relishes  and  pickles.  They  prepared 
and  served  six  balanced  meals;  nutritive  values,  cost, 
methods  of  preparation  and  service  were  considered. 
Their  sewing  projects  consisted  of  slips,  nightgowns, 
pajamas,  Christmas  gifts,  blouses  and  wash  dresses. 

The  High  School  freshman  and  sophomore  classes 
studied  foods  and  nutrition.  They  studied  the  compo- 
sition and  digestion  of  foods,  their  source,  manufac- 
ture, marketing,  storage  and  care.  They  preserved 
fruits,  vegetables,  relishes,  pickles,  and  made  jel- 
lies. They  prepared  and  served  twelve  meals  suit- 
able for  the  average  home  represented. 

The  junior  and  senior  classes  studied  the  family 
and  its  members.  This  included  home  membership 
responsibilities,  use  of  leisure  time,  home  care  of 
the  helpless,  infant  and  child  care,  clothing  for  in- 
fants, home  nursing,  first  aid  and  choice  of  voca- 
tions. 
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October  28.  the  High  School  girls  entertained  their 
mothers,  and  November  15,  the  grade  girls  were 
hostesses.  May  12  an  enjoyable  get-together  was 
held  at  the  High  School.  A  one  act  play,  directed  by 
Miss  Riley,  was  much  appreciated. 

The  annual  exhibition  was  held  at  the  Chandler 
School  May  21  and  22.  A  more  general  exhibit 
was  made  this  year,  all  the  schools  cooperating. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  in 
making  this  a  successful  year.
